CUMMINS TO RUN IN 19127 


President Tells of Changes Need 


ed in Laws to Regulate 
Railroads and Indus- 
trial Combines. 


PRESIDENT’S PROGRAM TODAY. 
Arrives at Denver at 2 p. m. and spends night, 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Des Moines, Ia., Sept. 20.—[Special.]—If 
tariff revision continues to be the vital issue, 
Iowa, it is freely predicted here tonight, 
will have a candidate for the Republican 
nomination for president in 1912, and that 
candidate, in all probability, will be Albert 
B. Cummins, junior United States senator 
from Iowa and one of the leaders of the pro- 
gressive element of the party. If the present 
dissatisfaction with tariff revision prevails 
three years hence Iowa will expect the en- 
tire middle west to support ite candidate. 

This is a sample of the kind of talk that 
is heard tonight among the Republican poli- 
ticlans, following the visit here today of 
President Taft and also the statement given 
out by Senator Cummins that be would con- 
tinue the fight for low tariff, no matter how 
often the president may read him out of the 
party. United States Senator Jonathan P. 
Doliiver also joined Cummins in declaring he 
would remain an ‘insurgent as long as the 
making of tariffs is controlled by the trusts. 

1am going to continue the fight, and I 
Rave nothing to take back,” said Senator 
Cummins. In my opinion the fight has but 
just begun—the fight of the people against 
the robbery by tariff fattened corporations.” 


Statewide Grouch on Revision. 

The visit of the president to the state cap- 
ital today was the feature of a trip across 
Iowa that one distinguished Iowa public man 
characterized as “a polar dash” of con- 
spicuous daring. There was no mistaking 
the fact that Iowa has a statewide grouch on 
the tariff revision proposition, and finds it 
hard to warm up to any one who thinks well 
of the Aldrich-Payne law. Apparently the 
lowans, since Mr. Taft's Winona speech, 
make no exception even of the president, 
for they received him with only formal 
cheering and decorous applause. The chilly 
temperature was felt perceptibly by the 
members of the president's party. 

The president addressed a gathering of 
15,000 persons massed in the street and on 
terraces along one side of the capital. For 
the most part he discussed the regulation 
of railroads and railroad rates and the pro- 
posed eren of the ** anti-trust 


; law. - 


Condemning as sete lettislation Roose- 
velt's proposal to eliminate the labor unions 
from the operation of the Sherman anti- 
trust law, Taft urged that the statute be 
marrowed so as to prohibit ‘‘ combinations, 
conspiracies, and contracts to restrain trade 
with intent to menopolige interstate trade or 
suppress any competition therein.’ Boy- 
cotts, which thus would be exempted from 
the prohibition of the law, could be dealt 
with by injunction proceedings. 


Changes That Taft Urges. 

The principal amendments which Mr. Taft 
urged to the Hepburn act were: 

In order to expedite relief from the unjust 
railroad a court of five judges should be con- 
stituted to pass on appeals from decisions 
fixing rates made by the interstate commerce 
commission. An appeal from this court 
would lie to the Supreme court. 

The commission should be empowered to 
determine the proper classification of mer- 
chandise for transportation, for the reason 
that arbitrary classification often produces 
as much discrimination as unjust rates. 

The commission also should be empow- 
ered to initiate complaints of discrimination 
in rates instead of waiting for complaints 
from the shippers. 

The commission should have the power to 
Yegulate shipments and the rates thereof 
over the connecting lines. 

The railroads should be prohibited from 
holding stock in competing roads and should 
be required to obtain the approval of the 
interstate commerce commission of all is- 

1 of stocks and bonds, which issues must 
be for legitimate purposes and free of wa- 
ter.“ 

An accusatory bureau should be added to 
the department of justice to prosecute vio- 
lations of the interstate commerce and anti- 
trust laws. 

The railroads should be allowed to make, 
not pooling contracts but agreements on 
rates approved by the commission, thus re- 
Moving the ban of anti-trust law from such 
traffic agreements.

The broth given the governor early yester- 
day was administered as a last resort. 80 
weakened had he become from lack of nour- 
ishment that his physician determined that 
it was better to run the chance of the nour- 
ishment disagreeing with him than permit 
him to remain longer without food of any 
sort.

| Declares He Fears Murderous Gang; | 
Going to California, 


Benjamin W. Porter, collector for the pru- 
dential Life Insurance company, whose sud- 
den disappearance four months ago with 
$325 of the company’s funde was the besis 
for stories of murder, abduction, tangled 
love affairs, and charges of premeditated 
flight, turned up in South Haven, Mich., yes- 
terdey, alive and well, and declared himself 
the hero of a melodrama of kidnaping and 
imprisonment to account for his absence. 

According to Porter's story, told to a repre- 

sentative of Tun Trisunm, he was set upon 
in the bushes near the Sixty-third street en- 
trance of Jackson park, beaten into uncon- 
sciousness and stabbed in the breast, kept 3 
prisoner in a basement three days, forced to 
board a train and ride to San Francisco, and 
made a prisoner again, only to escape by 
overpowering his guards and hiding himself 
on à ranch near Los Angeles. 
Porter has been in South Haven since a 
week ago Monday, living in seclusion at the 
home of hig father-in-law, Capt. L. C. Lud- 
wig: To neighbors he posed as a nephew and 
went by a fictitious name until his identity 
was discovered yesterday and he confessed 
that he was the missing insurance collector. 


In Chicago a Week Ago? ~ 
He says he spent Monday a week ago with 
his brother, Allan Porter, in Chicago, and 
visited him again last Friday. Allan Porter 


He is on his way to California today, where 
he says he has a position as bookk with 
a Los Angeles firm. With him is his 3 year 
old son, Clifford. A second son, Benjamin, 
born after the father disappeared, has been 
| left behind at the home of its grandparents. 

Porter declares he cannot come back to Chi- 
cago, that he fears the band of men who set 
upon him and nearly killed him. He refuses 
to give friends or relatives his address, for 
the reason that he believes hie strange ene- 
mies still on his trail and that they will ac- 
complish his murder if they find him. 

“The day I red I was waiting at 
Stony Island averme and Jackson park for 
a car to go downtown,” he said. I heard 
the groaning as of a man seriously hurt in 
the bushes at the edge of the park. I parted 
the bushes and found a man lying on his 
face, with blood on bis hair. I stooped over 
him. As I did so a man struck me on the 
back of the head with a blackjack. 

. Injured Man Turns Assailant. 

“JT turned and fought thefellow of. 4 1 
did so the man on the ground rose stealthily 
to his feet, and when I turned to him again 


jhe brandished a double edged . knife and 


stabbed me three times in the arms. I fought 
them both desperately, but the man with the 
black jack slugged me again, and as he did

1 lost consciousness then for a time,“ he 
continued. “I had a sort of consciousness 
of riding in a cab and then found myself in 
a basement. Both men were there with me. 
Finally others entered to the number of 
twenty. All Were desperate looking char- 

ters. They talked first of sticking a knife 
ih my throat. 

“Then they decided to take me to Cali- 
fornia, The leader of the gang seemed just. 
to hawe come from there with two com- 
panions, and they had three return trip 
tickets. The leader and one other man were 
going back. They took me with them, de- 
claring it was safer to do that than to murder 
me in Chicago. 

Taken West by His Captors. 

„I was too weak to resist them. They put 
me aboard a train and told conductors along 
the route that I was an invalid. When we 
reached San Francisco I was imprisoned 
again. This time it was ina frame house, 1 
do not know in what part of the city. They 
kept a close guard over me. I had lost so 
much blood and the blows on my head had 
left me in such a befuddled state of mind that 
JI was unable to resist them. 

Finally I resorted to strategy. I told my 
captors that I wanted to join their organiza- 
tion as soon as 1 got well. After that they 
left but one man to guard me. After my 
strength began to return I overpowered bim 
and ran from the house. 

“I knew I must get out of San Francisco 
or they would follow me and kill me. i made 
my way, I don’t know how, to the outakirts 
of the city and then managed to get work on 
a ranch, I worked there until 1 grew stronger 
and then made my way to Los Angeles. 5 

“I wrote to my sister in San Francisco—I 
dare not give her name for fear my enemies 
will persecute her—and it was from her that 
I received word my wife was dead The let- 
ter bringing the sad news to me arrived 
while I was off on a 250 miles trip for my new 
employer. When I read it J determined to go 
back to my e¢hildrep as soon as possible. 
When I had the necessary amount accumu- 
lated I started: east. 7 


Account of Letter Garbled. 

“ The published account of my letter to the 
Prudential company was much garbled. In 
it I narrated the strange events which befell

Porter refused to state definitely by what 
boat or trals he would leave South Haven. 
He said thé men who had attacked him be- 
fore would follow him. For the same reason 
he would not give the name of the firm em- 
ploying him. 

Allan Porter denied lagt night that he bad 
seen his brother. 

„Benjamin has not been near me, either 
on a Monday or 4 Friday,” he said. It 
seems certain to me that if he had come as 
close as South Haven he would have come to 
gee me, because it was I that made good for 
him.“ 

Allan Porter sald he would go to South Ha- 
ven this morning to try and catch his brother 
there before he departed for the west. 

A month after Porter's disappearance a 
boy was born to Mrs. Porter, and shortly 
afterward she died.

Who Is the Squealer? 

So far one man directly inferested in the | 
work of the jury commissioners has 
‘squealed and made it possible for the | 
state’s. attorney to obtain what is believed | 
to be damaging evidence against a number 
of men. ‘ 

Who is the squealer 7 

This is the question which is on the tongue 
of every employé and official of the county 
Building. State’s Attorney Wayman inti- 
mated that much of the information he had 
on hand came from Chief Clerk Mason in the 
jury commissioners’ office. This was denied 
by Mr. Mason in an interview. 

According to the “leak’’ of informa- 
tion in the state’s attorney’s office, only two 
men in the jury commissioners’ office be- 
sides Commissioner Holland have had any 
connection with the present “jury fixing "’ 
plot. They are the two obscure clerks who 
are said to have worked under instructions 
from the commissioner. 


Detectives Watch Clerks. 


These two men, it is declared, have been 
Closely watched by detectives from State's 
Attorney Wayman’s office, although it is 
not anticipated that they will attempt to 
leave the city. Should they make any efforts 
to get out of town it is said their arrests 
will immediately follow. 

“The reason these men have not been ar- 
rested,” said an attaché of the state's attor- 
ney’s office, is that we thought it best to 
let them go until such a time as we could 
make a clean sweep of a number of others 
connected with the plot. Both of these cheap 
clerks—they both work for about $15 a week 
—were not even suspected until after the in- 
vestigation had been under way foriseveral 
months. What they have been doing, I be- 
Hevé, has been under the direct orders o: 
Holland.” 

Following the arrest of the three alleged 
conspirators last Saturday all of the clerks 
in the office were summoned to Mr. Wur- 
man’s office and given the third degree.“ 
All of them passed a Satisfactory examina- 
tion except the two men under suspicion. 
They both denied any knowledge of the jury 
“ fixing,” however, and were permitted to go. 


Mason SquealP Laugh at It. 


In the ‘office of the jury commission the 
suggestion that Captain Mason had 
„ gquealed was laughed to scorn. 

„It is no more probe ble than that a man’s 
wife should make an attack upon her hus- 
band,” said Commissioner McLane. It is 
true that should information with reference 
to the workings of the jury commission be 
required, no one could furnish it more quickly 
and more accurately than Mr. Mason. He 
has been the chief clerk since 1898. He 
knows the system from end to end and kncws 
that nothing has been irregular since he has 
been In office. And if anything was wrong 
he would know it.” 

„ We have thought that this office was ab- 
golutely free from suspicion,”’ continued 
Commissioner Holland. These charges by 
Mr. Wayman are absolutely false. and it 
will be proved that they are without the 
slightest foundation.“ 


Mason Denies He Told.“ 


Chief Clerk Mason said that Mr. Wayman 
had secured nothing from him concerning 
the operations of the jury commission. , 

“I have never met Wayman,” he said. 
“and had no conversation with Him at any 
time concerning this matter. In view of the 
fact that this office could not gain anything; 
it seems unusual to charge these ſrregulari- 
tles. They are groundless. Nothing could 
go wrong here without the ent tro office force 
knowing about it, and somebody ought to 
have heard of it within the eleven years [ 
have served.“ , 

After the cards bearing names of citizens

Wayman Busy Man. 


The state’s attorney was one of the busiest 
men in Chicago from the time he arrived at 
his office early in the morning until he left 
it late in the evening. What with making 
an address before the meeting of the Cook 
county judges. the prosecutor was compelled 
to be at the McCann trial and to conduct the 
jury commission investigation at the same 
time. 

Following his appearance at the judges’ 
meeting Mr. Wayman declared that if the 
jurists would take his advice they would 
clean out the jury commissioners’ office and 
put an entirely new force in eharge. 

“What the judges ought to do is to can 
everybody in that jury commissioners’ room 
and place others in there,“ said he. They 
ought to throw out everything and start an 
entire new system. Let them begin at letter 
A in the city directory and on the polling 
lists and get an entire new bunch of names. 

Mr. Wayman also explained his reasons 
for having new warrants issued for Holland, 
Rayburn, and Martin. He said that in the 
past jury bribers and fixers have forfeited 
their bonds and that few have ever been 
brought to trial. : 4 


Less Incentive for Trickery. 


“Twthad my doubts in this case, said Mr. 
Wayman, as to bringing the men to trial 
if they were out on $5,000 bonds. I believed 
the state would be more sure of things being 
brought out right if their bonds were raised 
to $25,000 in each case. There is less incen- 
tive for any cyoeked work.“ 

„This is not a new matter.“ he continued, 
“and I think that it is about time that the 
state was given a fair show in this matter. 
There has been too many instances of where 
juries have been packed.“ . 
It is about time that justice was given a 
fair show along with. criminals. Every law- 
yer in Chicago is tickled to death with what 
Iam undertaking. They know that they will 
have a fari chance of getting a fair deal.” 


Charges Shea and Madden Plots, 


A flat charge was made by Mr. Wayman 
that jurors in both .the Shea and Madden 
panels were flxed so that the former 
president of the teamsters union was declared 
“not guilty’ and Madden let off with a 
small fine. In the Shea case more than 
5,000 men were questioned and examined ba- 
fore a jury was obtained, The cost of this 
was put at $70,000. 

There is no doubt that Shea was gullty,”’ 
said Mr. Wayman, but the jury that tried 
him was fixed in such a manner thath he was 
given his freedom when absolute evidence 
of conspiracy was presented. Madden also 
should have been given the extreme limit of 
the law, but he was let off with a small fine 
instead.

Propositions to dismiss the entire venire 
of jurymen which has just been drawn for 
the opening of the several courts and to seal 
the jury box from which drawings. were 
made, actions which would tie up the entire 
judicial system of Cook county ahd entail 
an enforced idleness of three weeks, were 
discussed by the judges of the Circuit and 
Superior courts during the day because of 
the calling in question of the legality of the 
present venire in view of the arrest of Jury 
Commissioner Holland. 

„Two meetings were held by the judges. 
At the first official action was taken grant- 
ing the request of Mr. Holland that he be 
relieved of his duty as a member of the jury 
commigsion temporarily. On the other ques- 
tions no official action was taken. Adjourn- 
ment was taken in the afternoon to meet at 
— call of the chairman and the chief jus- 
ces, 

The legality of the present venire in view 
of the jury commissi investigation of 
State's attorney Wayman was not deter- 
mined by a vote of the judges. The question 
was debated at the morning sesston of the 
judges, and it had been expected that a 
rule would be laid down by a concerted action 
of the members of the bench at the afternoon 
session, but the record was left open. It 
Was tacitly agreed that each judge should 
carefully examine all of the veniremen called 
on the juries and throw out any of thém on 
the slightest suspicion that they might be 
subject to outside influence. 


Sealing of Jury Box. 


It was agreed that the question of sealing 
the jury box pepding the investigation could 
not be ordered by a vote of the judges. It 
— held to be clearly within the right of the 
trial judge at the hearing of Mr. Holland to 
order the jury box sealed if he saw fit. 

Judge Brentano, chief justice of the Su- 
perior court, took the lead in investigating the 
jury lists submitted on the opening day of 
court by directing his clerk to make a thor- 
ough investigation of the list of fifty names 
submi(ted to determine their occupations and 
business standing. He also made a personal 
examination of the list and admitted he was 
not pleased with it. 

Bench warrants were issued for four men 
whose names appeared om the list as having 
received personal service, but who refused 
to appear on call dgting the day. Of the en- 
tire fifiy persons on the list, bailiffs had failed 
to find but seven who could be personally 
served with the notices. ‘ 

There was only one business man on the 
list sent to me.“ said Judge Brentano. His

Woman Accused of Slaying Man 
Often Wrote to Physician. 


CRIME FULL OF SAVAGERY. 


Two Visits Made to Woods to Insure 
Death of the Vietim. 


Waterbury, Conn., Sept. 20.—[Special.]— 
The discovery of a number of love letters 
written by a Chiéago physician to Sophia 
Crichtman, a Polish music teacher, has add- 
ed new interest to the murder case in which 
the young woman now isimplicated. Despite 
the fact that Miss, Crichtman and Joseph 
Beczinitis are d to have killed Bro- 
nick ‘Kulvinski because of the girl’s jealousy 
when she learned the latter was to marry 
another, the police say she continues to 
write to the Chicagoan, Dr. A. K. Rutkaus- 
kes, 8829 Comemrecial avenue, and that the 
letters are filled with love messages. 

The murder is described by the police as 
one of the most savage with which they have 
had to deal in years. Kulvinski, who had 
been attentive to the murtc teacher, told her 
on Friday that he was to marry another. He 

and was found dying. in a 

imp. ot woods on Saturday afternoon. Be- 
side him was a small piece of paper on which 
was written: Sophia Crichtman killed me.” 


Both Accused by Victim. 

Kulvinski was brought to a hospital and 
lived long enough to accuse both the woman 
and Becgzinitis. He said that he had been 
lured to the woods by the woman Friday 
afternoon, and while he and she were sitting 
on a rock he was shot four times. Kulvinski 
could not say whether the girl or Beczinitis 
fired the four shots. 

The girl and Beczinitis then left the place, 
but she is alleged to have returned within an 
hour and rolled the body of the dying man 
over to see if there was any life left. The 
victim still showing some signs of living, his 
throat was cut and he was again left alone. 

Saturday morning the girl showed up at 
the place where Beczinitis was employed 
and the two left together, It now is known 
that they returned to the woods and that 
several more shots were fired into the body of 
Kulvinski. 

Pupil Accuses Her Teacher. 

The police, after the finding of the dying 
man, began an investigation and soon after 
the arrest of the couple found a young girl 
who added to the accusations against them. 
This girl, a pupil ot Miss Crichtman, said she 
accompanied her on the second trip into the 
woods and there saw Miss Crichtman poke 
the body with a stick to find if Kulvinski was 
still alive. 

Miss Crichtman, after telling the girl she 
would be killed if she ever told what she had 
seen, sent her home and started after Bec- 
zinitis. 

This girl was the chief;witness at the in- 
quest, at which it was shown that Miss 
Crichtman, after being told that Kulvinski 
was to marry, another, had told Beczinitis 
he had insulted her and asked his assistance 
in revenging it. et | 

Confronted with this .testimony, Miss 
Crichtman confessed, it was stated tonight, 
that Beczinitis and she planned the attack 
upon Kulvinski. She was to lure him to the 
woods and Beczinitis, who was to be in wait- 
ing there, was to stun him with a stone. 
They were then to rob him and escape. She 
deciares, it is said, that Beczinitis was the 
instigator and fired the shots.

Arrested on Complaint of On- 
wentsia Club Manager. 


FOLLOWS MRS. WEBB’S CASE. 


Spiritualist Accused ‘of Sending Im- 
proper Cards by Mail: 


Prof.“ James Payne, who poses as a 
spiritualistic healer, was arrested yesterday 
by the United States authorities on a charge 
of sending improper postal cards to Louis 
McConnell, manager of the Onwentsia club 
at Lake Forest. 

The prosécution is traceable to the raid on 
a spiritualistic séance at Payne's house, 1316 
West Congress street, July 11 last, in 
which Mrs. A. T. Webb, assistant secretary 
of the Onwentsia club, and seventeen other 
men and women, many of whom are negroes, 
were taken to the Desplaines street station. 

At the time of her arrest Mrs. Webb regis- 
tered as Theresa Vaughn,“ her maiden 
name, and her true identity did not become 
known until late in August, after Ju 
Walker declared unconstitutional the — 
nance under which the raid was made. The 
exposure caused considerable talk among the 
people with whom Mrs. Webb associates. 
Certain persons for a time believed Mrs. 
Webb would lose her position with the club, 
but the officials, who then gave out interviews 
praising her in the highest terms, decided 
that the matter wag not of their concern, and 
she is still performing her official duties. 


Tangled Threads of the Tale. 

There is more or less speculation over the 
manner in which Mrs. Webb’s true identity 
became known, and some il) feeling was 
created between the woman and a certain 
other club employe whom she suspected. 
The offensive postal cards charge Mr. Me- 
Connell with being responsible for the ex- 
posure. The case is a bit complicated through 
Mr. MeConnell's declaration that he and Mrs. 
Webb are the best of friends, that she has no 
suspicions against him, and by Payne's de- 
claration that he and Mrs. Webb are still 
friends, and his denial of regarding Mr. Me- 
Connell in amy other light than a friend. The 
hearing will be before United States Commis- 
sioner Foote this morning. 

Thirteen cards were received through the 
mail by Mr. McConnell. The first arrived 
at the club soon after the newspaper stories 
revealing Mrs. Weeb’s identity, and others 
came at intervals until a few days ago when, 
Mr. McConnell complained to Postoffice In- 
spector Stuart. After investigating, Payne 
was charged with misuse of the mails. Ail 
of the cards reflect on the club manager's 
character, some hold him responsible for 
the Webb expose and some are construed as 
threats of bodily injury. 

“Indirectly I am charged by those caris 
with being responsible for revealing Mrs. 
Webb’s identity,” McConnell said. “She 
does not blame me. The raid never inter- 
fered with tie pleasant relations between 
Mrs. Webb and me, or with her duties at the 
club. I cannot discuss the details of the 
prosecution, but a comparison of handwrit- 
ing and other matters which I am not at 
liberty to disclose warrant the suspicion 
against Payne.“ 


Payne’s Regard for McConnell. 

It ig all a mistake, said Payne. I can- 
not understand it. I regard Mr. McConnell 
as a high class man, and until suspicion was 
cast upon me believed he was my friend. I 
never sent improper or threatening com- 
munications to any one, and would have ab- 
solutely no reason for annoying Mr. McCon- 
nell in that manner. I met Mr. McConnell 
at the. club last March, and in April my wife’ 
and I sent to Mr. McConnell and his wife twa 
magnificent postals conveying them Easter 
greetings. That was the only comimunica- 
tion I ever had with the man. I have not 
seen or heard of him since. 

„My arrest must be the result of a plot of 
my enemies to ruin my business and drive me 
from the city. I am not a negro, either, but 
a Spaniard, and can prove it. I do not know 
why Mrs. Webb gave her maiden name. 5 
met her four years ago, when she was a 
nervous wreck.

Wasn't the Board of Pardons As- 
sured It Would Be Paid? 


DIDN'T LORIMER PROMISE? 


Isn’t It Apt to Be Forgotten if It Isn’t

What has happened to the $2,000 which was 
assessed against former Circuit Court Clerk 
John A. Cooke as a part of his punishment. 
together with a penitentiary sentence, which 
still hangs over his head, during the time he 
is out of Joliet on parole? . 

Senator William Lorimer said he would 
“see that it was paid.” He so told George 
E. Cole, interested on behalf of the reform 
organizations which pushed the prosecution 
of Jack Cooke. 

He so told Gov. Deneen. At least Gov. 
Deneén's board of pardons understood the 
governor had substantial assurance from 
Senator Lorimer and others of Cooke’s 
friends that the fine. would be settled in full 
provided Cooke was liberated. 


Fine Not Yet Paid? 

Senator Lorimer isin Europe. As far as the 
records indicate, as ascertained yesterday, 
the $2,000 is not yet in the county treasury. 

„ Billy "’ Cooke says the payment of the 
$2,000 isn’t due until the parole term expires, 
which is in the fall of 1910. Billy Cooke 
is credited with knowing most of what Lori- 
mer wants to do and has done at times. 80 
far as the Jack Cooke case is concerned the 
thinking machines and the memory tanks 
of both, the Bills—Lorimer and Cooke—were 
controlled by the same switch on a singie 
circuit. 

The point has been raised in the Lorimer- 
Cooke camp as to where the $2,000 ought to 
bé paid, which, as a matetr of fact, ought 
to be a matter of minor importance so long 
as the 52.000 doesn’t appear to be producible.

A. Cooke as per account rendered. 

It is presumed on all hanes that when the 
Cooke fine is paid in to any of the county 
officials that no time will be lost in informing 
the general public that Senator Lorimer has 
made good upon his promise to Mr. Cole and 
to the state authorities.

Mr. Taft would amend the lw so as to em- 
power the commision to compel! connecting 
carriers to unite in forming a through route 
and to fix the rate and apportionment thereof 
among the carriers.

PINCHOT SAYS XO FIGHT.’| 


Chief Forester Is Awditing Let- 
ter from the President; 
WI Not Resign. 


desta. Wash., Sept. 9 1. R. Glavis, late 
chief of the Seattle field division ox ihe 
United States land office, has written a let- 
ter to President Taft in which he ‘gays he 
will publish the evidence in the Cunningham 
coal land cases shortly. Mr. Glavis’ letter, 
as given out today, is as follows: 

“Phe President.—sir; I have laid before 


vou all the essential facts in my possession 


regarding the official conduct of certain cases 
by the department of the interior concerning 
coal lands in Alaska. As chief of field di- 
vision directly concerned and because of the 
tremendous values involved I felt my per- 
sonal responsibility most keenly. The evi- 
dence indicated that a great syndicate was 
trying to secure a monopoly of this coal in 
direct violation of the law. 


Doesn’t Regret Appeal to Taft. 

*“ Ultimately I felt myself obliged to appeal 
to you over the heads of my superior officers 
in order to bring about the enforcement of 
the law, which, in a measure, would dons 
serve these coal lands to the people at large. 
I deemed it my duty to submit the facts to 
you, aad I cannot fegret my action. 

Since there may be now sven greater 
danger that the title to these coal lands 
will be fraudulently secured by the syndi- 
cate, it is no less my duty to my country to 
make public the facts in my possession con- 
cerning which I firmly believe that you have 
been misled. This I shall do in the near 
future, with a full sense of the seriousness 
of my action and with deep and abiding re- 
spect for your great office, L. R. Guavis.”’ 


Pinchot Will Not Resign. 

Avalon, Catalina Island, Cal., Sept. 20.— 
[Special.]—After spending two weeks at fen 
Clemente island, forty miles from here. 
Gifford Pinchot, chief of the government 
forestry bureau, returned to civilization 
today and said he was sticking to his post 
and would fight it out on the lines he has 
adopted. it it took all winter.“ Concerning 
the Pinchot-Ballinger controversy, the chief 
forester said:

New York, Sept. 20.—[Specia}.]—At a meet- 
ing he'd in Coopen Union tonight by the Mu- 
nicipa! Democrats Justice William J. Gaynor 
was nominated for mayor and 1,500 of the 
2,000 signatures necessary to make him a 
legal candidate were obtained. Every seat 
was taken and many persons were standing 
when Justice Samuel Seabury of the Supreme 
court called the meeting to order.

Calls Gaynor Ideal Candidate. 

There has been no dispute about Gaynor’s 
qualifications from the Democrats, the Re- 
publicans, or from Hearst. He ig the ideal 
candidate for mayor. 

“ Hearst now refuses to support Gaynor 
unless the judge refuses to aceept Tammany 
votes. In other words, he wants to give Gay- 
nor his vote if Gaynor insures his own de- 
feat.’ 

Justice Seabury said he hoped Judge Gay- 
nor would get the support of all the organiza- 
tions. 

The committee on nominations of the fusion 
conference adjourned at 11 o'clock tonight 
without making a decision as to any of the 
candidates.

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PEARY ANCHORS: MISSES WIFE 


Roosevelt Makes Stop North of 
Sydney; Due There Today. 


| WELCOME PLANS GO ON. 


Commander’s Family Hoped to Spend 
Night on Polar Steamer. 


BYDNEY. N. 8., Sept. 20—Commander 
Robert E. Peary will not make his entry into 
Sydney until tomorrow. The arctic ship 
Roosevelt anchored off St. Paul’s island today 
when the explorer found he could not reach 
port before nightfall. This is about/sixty- 
five miles north of Gydney. 
Mrs. Peary; her daughter Marie, and little 
Robert E. Peary Jr. almost met the com- 
mander tonight, the Peary family having 
sailed north on the steam yacht Sheelah, 
owned by James Ross, president of the Do- 
minion Coal company. They failed to find 
the Roosevelt and returned to Sfdney. 

They had hoped to remain all night on the 
Roosevelt. Little Robert had dressed him- 
self in a sailor suit and carried an American 
flag. This was the first time Mrs. Peary had 
put to sea to greet her husband on all the 
Hecaslons that she has been in Sydney to 
welcome him on his return from the arctic. 


Eager Crowds Await Peary. 

News that Commander Peary was nearing 
port and probably would land late today 
caused a general cessation of business in 
the town. Large crowds swarmed into the 
streets and to the water front to frelcome 
the ‘explorer. All manner of water craft, 
from yachts to sailboats, sporting their 
colors, moved down the bay when three blasts 
of the whistle were heard, which was the 
signal that the Roosevelt was approaching. 
But the observer at Low Point reported at 1 
o’clock that he could see twenty miles and 
could not sight the Roosevelt, and later it 
was announced that the vessel had anchored, 
A tug was then sent down the bay to spread 
the news that Commander Peary would not 
be here until tomorrow morning. 

The tug C. M. Winch, gayly decorated with“ 
flags, will ‘convey the official welcoming 
party down the bay at an early hour. This 
party includes the mayor of Sydney, Wallace 
Richardson, the heads of the city depart- 
ments, and other prominent officials. The 
proposed banquet for the explorer has been 
held in abeyance until Commander Peary has 
communicated his wishes to the mayor. 


Will Fly “North Pole Flag.” 

The north pole flag,“ which Peary had 
made at Battle Harbor, will be displayed 
for the first time on the Roosevelt entering 
this port. It is a standard United States 
flag with a broad white band laid on diag- 
onally from the union corner down. On

FROM EDITOR TO GOVERNOR. 

John A. Johnson—“ first class hired man of 
the people —Which has been his own way of 
characterizing his position as governor of 
Minnesota, was born on July 28, 1861, and 
spent his early’ years in the little town of St. 
Peters, Minn, about fifty miles from St. Paul. 

The early history of his life rontains no 
special feature to indicate that somewhere 
in his lean, lank, big feamed, loose jointed 
figure was concealed the embryonic states- 
man, who stepped from the editor’s chair of 
a country newspaper to the gubernatoria! 
chair in opposition to the predominant party 
of the state, and became a leader in national 
polities and presidential timber, the choice 
of many anti-Bryan Democrats. 


Reformer Without Brass Band. 

Gov.. Johnson’s administrative activities 
have been always directed toward reform, 
and it is this, doubtless, which gained him 
such great popularity in his state. He ig not 
a brass band sort of reformer—he does things 
quietly—but his work for the betterment of 
society cannot but have an influence that 
will be lasting not only upon his immediate 
community but the nation and the world. 

Almost simultaneously with the beginning 
of his career in politics Johnson was married 
to Miss Elinore Preston, a drawing teacher. 
Johnson was 33 and Miss Preston was 20. 

Gov. Johnson's father, Gustaf, came to 
America from Sweden in 1852, and settled in 
St. Peters, with his mother, who was Caro- 
line Haven. They were of sturdy Swedish 
peasant stock, but the father was a man of 
mediocre character, and died in the county 
almshouse when his son John was only 13 
years of age. The mother strove to hold the 
family together and give John a good edu- 
cation by taking in washing, but the strug- 
gle was unequal—most of the women of St. 
Peters do their own washing—and so it came 
about that at 18 John went to work in St. 
Peters’ general store. 


Ambitious at the Age-of 13. 

Even at that age he had an ambition. While 
a career in politics had no place in his scheme 
of Nfe at that time, it was through the fulfill- 
ment of this ambition that he partly 
equipped himself for the political career that 
was to follow. John’s ambition at 13 was 
to make pills, and when Henry Lewis, the 
town druggist, had a vacancy in his store 
a year or two later, John Johnson got the 
job. He worked hard and the doctor said 
John was a wonder at filling prescriptions. 
So, after he had fulfilled his apprenticeship, 
he became a fullfledged pharmacist, and was 
given a license—No. 138—by the state. 

It was in the evenings, while sitting around 
the stove at Lewis’ drug store, that Johnson 
learned to say things that made an impres- 
sion on men. There are many Swedes in St. 
Peters, and, like most of their fellow coun- 
trymen who migrate to America, they were 
stanch Republicans, but somehow during the 
tariff debates held nightly in the drug store, 
Johnson came to see things in a different 
light, and after awhile began to have mis. 
givings about the Republican party platform. 
So he became a Democrat. 


Becomes Editor and Legislator. 

The next epoch in his career came when the 
editor’s chair of the St. Peter's Herald be- 
came vacant, and Johnson was offered thé 
position. The Herald was a Democratic pa- 
per and Johnson a professed Democrat, but 
with hosts. of friends‘ in the HRepubtican 
party. So although he had never written 
anything except a few speeches delivered be- 
fore the local debating society he stepped 
from the prescription ease to the editor's 
chair and made good. 

Young Johnson became a leading citizen 
and one of the leading editors of the state. 
In 1804 he was nominated for the state sen- 
ate, but was defeated, but in 1808 he again 
was nominated, and, although his county 
was strongly Republican, he was elected 
and served through two sessions of the /egis- 
lature. * 

Those who have investigated the records of 
the Minnesota legislature during his terms 
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Minnesota Governor Breathes 
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of office have failed to find any particular | 
Johnsonian mark in the volumes, and only | 
once did he depart from the strict councils of 
the party. That was when he made a speech 
opposing Senator McGovern, who had intro- 
duced a resolution calling on the president 
to recall the Thirteenth. Minnesota regiment 
from duty in the Philippines on the ground 
that they were being used in a f and 
alién war.

Ability as “Mixer” Aided Him. 

Johnson was defeated the third time he ran 
for senator, but in 1004 he was ted as the 
Democratic candidate for gosernor and won 
by 7,800 plurality in apite of. the 160,000 piu- 
rality the state gave to President Roosevelt. 
It was his power of oratory and his ability as 
a mier that won the election for him. 
He visited nearly every county in the state, 
and could make an impromptu speech from 
the top of a barrel as well as a formalaa- 
dress in a large hall. He was a mixer,”’ but 
not of the barroom or slapstick ’’ variety. 
He just seemed to make every man he met 
feel that he understood what was troubling 
him and would do his best to set things right. 

He served his first term and made friends, 
not so much with the politicians as with the 
people. Two years later he was renominated, 
and again he campaigned the state, using the 
phrase everywhere, One good term de- 
serves another,” and the voters evidently 
were convinced, for he was elected that time 
by a plurality of 73,000. There was a Repub- 
lican split that year. 

On Aug. 19, 1006, Minnesota Democrats 
nominated him for a third term as governor 
with the ptmost enthusiasm, and the next 
day Gov. Johnson accepted the nomination. 

was elected. 
Gov. Johnson's name oftenest has been 
connected with radical measures, although 
in later years especially he did not wish to be 
classed as a radical. His attitude toward 
the insurance companies, the railroads, in 
fact, toward corporations in general, always 
tended toward the radical, and in some in- 
stances eveh he must have admitted that 
they were radical in the extreme. He di- 
rected every energy toward increasing the 
gaxation of the corporations doing business 
in the state, and Increased the assessed valu- 
ation of the United States Stee! corporation 
property in Mnnesota from $32,000,000 to 
$197 ,000,000. 
Urged Abolition of Passes. 


The sleeping car companies were forced to 
pay a tax on their business in the state. 
Johnson was one of the first to advocate the 
abolition of railroad passes and to obtain 
legislation to that end. He signed a 2 cent 
railroad passenger rate, law and took pride 


urge it. He also obtained legislation by 
which the ralfifoads were forded to cut down 
their freight carrying charges an average of 
10 per cent, and on threat of severe penal- 
ties sought to prohibit the railroads from 
testing the validity of the law. 

He urged the initiative and referendum 
upon the legislature and proposed that a li- 
cense tax be laid on outside corporations do- 
ing business in the state. He advocated the 
repeal of the fellow-servant clause in the 
employers’ Hability act, and sought to repeal 
the statute fixing $5,000 as the maximum 
damages for killing an employé. 

In his official appointments Gov. Johnson 
has. often ignored the politicians and ap- 
pointed men he believed best fitted to fill posi- 
tions. He has insisted on taking a personal 
responsibility for the administration of the 
affairs over which his appeintees ruled. 


Roosevelt Publicly Complimented Him 

The first year of his incumbency as govern- 
or he took a hand in insurance affairs, and 
originated a plan to call together a confer- 
ence of governors to discuss insurance. This 
convention met In Chicago. A committee of 
fifteen was appointed to make a report on 
reform legislation, and for his efforts in thig 
behalf President Roosevelt publicly compli- 
mented him. One of the largest insurance 
companies in Minnesota was on its last legs 
owing to mismanagement. Johnson called 
the officers of the company before him and 
made them resign. Then, with the help of 
several influential business men, he reorgan- 
ized the company and saved the policy hold- 
ers from loss. 

Gov. Johnson never has been accused of 
browbeating, yet he usually has managed to 
get what he wanted from men and legiela- 
tures, even when they were strongly Repudb- 
lican. 

Johnson always has believed the destinies 
of the United States and Canada are bound 
to coalesce some time, and many times he 
spoke of this future coalition.

In Chicago the president spoke in gen- 
eral terms of the law’s delays.” In his 
speech at Des Moines yesterday he dwelt 
on a class of cases which should be de- 
tepmined more expeditiously than they 


are now, and described a method of ac- 


complishing it. | 

Orders given by the interstate com- 
merce commission are frequently followed 
by applications for temporary injunctions 
by the roads affected. Thus litigation js 
initiated which may drag along for an 
interminable time. If the order be just 
its operation should not be delayed. It 
unjust the interstate commerce commis- 
sion should be informed speedily -of the 
court’s reason for holding it so. To 
abridge delays the president recommends 
the creation of an interstate commerce 
court of five members. It should be the 
only court to which 4 railroad dissatisfied 
with an order of the commission could 
appeal for relief. From its decisions 
there would be, bf course, an appeal to 
the Supreme court. 

There was objection to the creation of 
the court to pass exclusively on customs 
cases. There may be objections to in- 
creasing the number of federal judges by 
establishing the interstate commerce 
court. Yet there is no question that it 
would expedite puits involving large pub- 
lic interests which ought to be expedited. 
There would be still greater need of such 
a court if the jurisdiction of the inter- 
state commerce commission were to be 
enlarged by empowering it to hear and 
act on complaints against unjust classifi- 
cation of, merchandise for transportation.

it is now the commission is only half 
armed. An unjust | classification is us 
prejudicial to the interests of shippers 
as an exorbitant rate. The roads can 
taise rates by a change in classification 
and the commission is helpless. It should 
be authorized to readjust classification 
whenever proved to be unjust. 


TAG DAY. 

Another tag day ig announced for Oct. 
19. The addition of eleven more charities 
to the five which shared the collections of 
Noy. 24 last will not change the opinion 
of those citizens who look with disfavor 
upon such à plan of raising money. 
There was some enthusiasm as the tag 
day movement started across the country. 
But it quickly disappeared as the meth- 
ods used were studied even casually. 
When the collection days were over edi- 
torial sentiment in many communities 
was strong against any repetition of the 
endeavor. Despite that general judgment 
of careful observers, all of them favor- 
able to the charities cause, sixteen Chi- 


cago organizations pop po to try the 
plan again. : 
The objections are plain ones. Those 


who wish to give to the cause of charity 
prefer to make their own selections and 
to make their payments through the regu- 
lar channels used year after year. They 
do not care to be accosted on the street 
corner, in the lobby of a public building, 
or at a railway station by women whom 
they do not know and asked to make an 
offering for any particular charity or for 
all of them put together. A gift under 
such circumstances is nothing but a re- 
sponse to a holdup which the individual 
endures rather than appear rude or inat- 
tentive to a woman’s appeal. The 
ehances are that the friendly feeling to- 
ward charity is weakened rather than 
strengthened by the use of the tag day 
plan. 

There may be need for larger gifts to 
deserving organizations in this city. 
There may be advantages in the combina- 
tion of sixteen institutions largely inter- 
ested in the care of children. The whole 
administration of charities should be so 
centralized as to make’ the funds sub- 
scribed go as far as possible. But there 
are a great many people in Chicago who 
look upon the tag day method of collec- 
tion with disfavor and will regret that it 
has been thought desirable to try a doubt- 
ful experiment again. A better way 
should be devised to secure needed funds 
for charity. 


PROVIDE THE MONEY. 

The state’s attorney has written to the 
president of the county board asking for 
an appropriation of $10,000 so that he 
can go on with the investigation of the 
system of jury corruption which he gays 
has existed for some time. 

As a rule the county board can make 
no appropriations subsequent to the pas- 
sage of the appropriation bill for the year. 
It is empowered to do 80, however, by 
a four-fifths vote in the event of any un- 
foreseen casualty. If only a part of what 
the state’s attorney says of jury tamper- 
ing in important criminal cases and per 
sonal injury suits is true there is an emer- 
gency which justifles, or rather demands, 
the appropriation of all the money need- 
ed for a thorough investigation.

The public would like to get rid of 
the elevated loop. It is inadequate, un- 
sigh<ly, noisy, an injury to abutting prop- 
erty.

Yet 
the council is to be petitioned t- extend 
the loop to the north side by granting a 
right of way in Wabash: avenue north 
of Lake street, and in W Indiana, and 
Wells streets.

ond train using the present loop to make | 


But 
if the south and west side roads were no 
more willing to enter into that arrange- 
ment than they have been to consent to 
the through routing of cars the project 
‘would fall through. The remedy for con- 
gestion is through ‘routing, and that seem- 
ingly can be had only as the result of the 
consolidation of the elevated roads. Nr- 
forts thus far made have failed, but they 
should. not be abandoned. 


‘THE GENERAL DELIVERY. 

Postoffice Inspector Stuart takes a rad- 
ically different view of the general de- 
livery from that set forth in a recent 
magazine article. He believes that the 
facts will not support the conclusions 
reached at the late convention of the Ne- 
tional Postmasters’ association, where it 
was asserted that this division of the 
postéffice is an aid to crime and immoral- 
ity. A meeting of the Wisconsin Post- 
masters’ association gave him his oppor- 
tunity to etate his views. The Chicago 
pos tofflce provided the needed data. 

The drift of the argument of those 
who have opposed the general delivery 
service is that it affords opportunity for 
much correspondence of an improper na- 
ture, that it assists criminals in their 
nefarious undertakings, that itis a menace 
to the home and to morals because women 
use it for the exchange of letters which 
they would not dare to have delivered at 
the home, that young people seek its facil- 
ities in the early stages of the downward 
road. Only 18 per cent of the users, it is 
alleged, are legitimate. About 70 per cent 
of the callers at the window are women. 

Inspector Stuart wonders where such 
estimates get their basis. He be- 
Heves , that fully 95 per cent of those 
who use the general delivery do vo prop- 
erly and legally. He gives figures for 
three days in the Chicago office, when 
a count was made of those who asked 
for mail. On the first day women made 
up 22 per cent, on the second 24 per 
cent, in three hours of the third day 
less than 13 per cent. He reports that 
not 12 per cent of the mail delivered at 
the window comes from Chicago, but that 
88 per cent comes from abroad or from 
the outside. If any assumption is to 
be made regarding the contents of the 
letters, he sees no reason why they 
should not be counted communications 
from home, or from friends instead of 
messages of crime or sin. 

He mentions several classes to whom 
the general delivery is a boon. There is 

a transient population of 100,000 in Chi- 
engo all the time. There is a great 
army. of those who live in boarding 
} beuses where the chances of loss of mail 
or of tampering with it exist, so that 


Uthe general delivery is preferred as a 


— 


matter of deliberate choice. Even where 
the “underworld” uses it, the odds are 
great that the letters received are from 
parents or other kinsfolk or friends who 
have no knowledge of the degradation of 
the man or woman addressed. That some 
improper communications seek the faciii- 
ties of the service goes without denial. 
But the imspector is certain that the 
actual facts will not bear out the con- 
clusions of those who have made the re- 
cent attacks.

And 
throughout that long lapse of time—almost a 
generation—his brother and successor, the 
present ruler of Turkey, was detained as @ 
close prisoner of state in his palace on the 
Bosporus. He simply revels in his new lib- 
erty, enjoys to the utmost seeing the people, 
greeting them, and receiving their saluta- 
tions in turn. By thus getting into personal 
and sympathetic touch with his subjects of 
every faith and creed Mehmed V. Is doing 
much to revive their loyalty and to restore 
the popularity of the throne. 

Of course, the new régime at Constantinople 
is encountering many difficulties and is mak- 


ins some mistakes. But there is one point 


to be noticed—namely: that since the new 
reign there has been peace in Macedonia, 
which until then was looked upon as the 
crater of the volcano known as the eastern 
question. For twenty years Macedonia had 
been the scene of sanguinary disturbances, 
which extended across the frontiers to the 
neighboring countries. Moslems and Chris- 
tlans, Bulgare, Greeks, Serbs, and native 
Macedonians, all were fighting with one an- 
other, while the Ottoman soldiers indulged in 
much savagery in efforts to restore order. 
The province was in a constant state of 
chaos, a perfect witches’ caldron, a source 
of grave concern to the foreign powers, anda 
cause for their everlasting intervention In 
Turkish affaires. Since Mehmed V. suc- 
ceeded to the throne all trouble there has 
ceased as if by an enchantment, and perfect 
peace and order have prevailed in Macedonia, 
with no prospects of any further trouble.

Although the earldom of Carysfort has 
become extinct with the death last week of 
its fifth holder and disappears from the 
roster of,British peers, yet his patronymic, 
the fine 1d name of Proby, survives, though 
not in the direct line. For the late earl, in 
view of the childlessness of his marriage, 
adopted his nephew, Douglas Hamilton, col- 
onel of the Irish guards and son of the late 
Lord Claud Hamilton, who was the brother 
of the first duke of Abercorn (the duke in 
Lord Beaconsfield’s novel Lothar). This 
Lord Claud Hamilton married Lady Emma 
Proby, sieter of the late Lord Carysfort, and 
their son, on being adopted by his uncle, 
abandoned the patronymic of Hamilton and 
assumed in lieu thereof the name and arms 
of Proby. Col. Proby, who is married toa 
daughter of the fourth earl of Dosoughmore, 
and who has a number of children, now en- 
ters into the possession of his uncle’s great 
estates in England and in Ireland—estates 
which probably will qualify him for a peer- 
age and for the revival of either the barony 
or earldom of Carysfort in his honor wher 
the Unionist government returns to power. 

Whether the colonel will retain all his 
uncle’s treasures of art and literature re- 
mains to be seen. At Elton hall, the principal 
country seat of the lords of Carysfort in 
England, there is a superb gallery of pictures, 
including some of the finest paintings of 
Rey holds, Hals, Romney, Landseer, Hoppner, 
and Hobbema, while in the lfbrary are a won- 
derful collection of old bibles, a number of 
Caxtons, @ prayer beok belonging to and used 
by King Henry VIII., and what are known 
as the Whittlesea relics,” which consist of 
a silver thurible and censer of the time of 
Edward III. Possibly all these, and in par- 
ticular Reynolds’ “ Laughing Girl,” may now 
come into the market.

Elton hall has the well nigh unique distinc- 
tion of being in two counties, Huntingdon- 
shire and Northamptonshire, and a cross 
mark on the hearthstone of an ancient kitch- 
én chimney shows the boundary line. The 
place originally belonged to the famous 
Anglo-Saxon family of Sapcotes, whose ar- 
mortal devices, three dove cotes and a ram's 
head, still are to be seen on some of the oldest 
portions of the hall. 

The Gapcotes became extinct in medieval 
times and Elton has been in the possession of 
the Probys since Queen Elizabeth. Even 
then the Probys were accounted asa house of 
much antiquity, and one of them had dis- 
tinguished himself, according to history, in 
the war of the roses. 

Sir Peter Proby was lord mayor of London 
in the reign of James I. William Proby was 
governor of British India at the beginning of 
the eighteenth century, and it was his son 
John who was created first Lord Carysfort 
in the peerage of Ireland for his services as 
a lord of the admiralty: His son and succes- 
sor was advanced to the earldom of Carysfort 
and was British ambassador in Berlin and 
in St. Petersburg during the time of the 
Napoleonic wars at the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century. I may add that a brother of 
the firet Lord Carysfort, Col. Thomas Proby, 
was killed at the battle of Ticondéroga. 

The second earl of Carysfort also was a 
soldier, served under Abercromby in Egypt, 
and under Sir John Moore in the peninsula, 
while his brother and successor was a famous 
admiral who greatly distinguished himself at 
the battle of the Nile and of Trafalgar under 
Nelson, The late earl, his son, was better 
known perhaps as a scholar, as a virtuoso, 
and as a philanthropist. His place in Ireland 
is known by the name of Glen Art castle, in 
County Wicklow, and, like Elton, his place 
in England, is celebrated not only for its 
shooting but also for the stately old trees, 
some of which date back six and seven hun- 
dred years. 

Much more could be written about the 
Probys, for the annals of this family are 
full of romance and tragedy such as, for in- 
stance, those connected with the scapegrace 
brother of the late earl, who died in Aus- 
tralia considerably more than fifty years ago. 
But it is useless raking up here long for- 
gotten misfortunes which are best left to 
rest in kindly oblivion and which, if related 
in detail, would require far more space than 
I have gt my disposal in these letters.

Pope Pius X. is, as every one knows, the 
bishop of Rome and the diocesan of the 
Eternal City. In this capacity he has just 
caused his vicar general, Cardinal Regpighi, 
to issue an edict peremtorily forbidding all 
persons belonging to the regular and secular 
clergy to attend theatrical performances and 
moving picture shows of any kind whatso- 
ever. The decree mentions that in case of 
disobedience all canonical penalties, even to 
the extent of suspension a divinis, will be 
inflicted. 

These measuree on the part of the pontiff 


| are restricted for the present exclusively to 


the city of Rome, where theatrical perform- 
ances and picture shows recently have been 
offending not only the doctrines of the church 
but even the most elementary notions of de- 
centy. Attacks upon and ridicule of religion 
have been common on the stage, while the 
moving picture shows have been of the most 
revolting impropriety. So that the action of 
the pope must not be looked upon ag a piece 
of arbitrariness but rather in the light of a 
protest against things which, though tolerat- 
ed by the Roman authorities, are naive 
to all self-respecting citizens,

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George A. Mason Says He Re- 
fuses to Hold Bag for Local 
Improvements Board. 


TALKS OF “SETTLEMENTS” | .~_ 


Declares Commissioners Have 
Knowledge of All Redue- 
tions on Assessments. 


Resentment of criticism against the law 
department of the board of local improve- 
ments broke into the open yesterday when 
George A. Mason, the head of the depart- 
mest, igsued a long typewritten statement 
in which he declared he would refuse to 
me * the bag for the board members. 
Attenton recently has been called to the 
method of making “ settlements with prop- 
erty owners affected by special assessments 
and to the personality and compensation of 
the list of real estate expehts employed by the 
board; and the greater part of this criticism 
has been ascribed to members of the board. 
The law department and the real estate 
experts of the board are in the province of 
Corporation Counsel Brundage, and it was 
after a conference with him that Mr. Mason 
prepared and issued his statement. In this 
de declares the local board members have 
hed full knowledge of what was going on in 
the law office and that the responsibility for 
these occurrences cannot be passed along to 
bis department. He also declared that there 
had been no such thing as private settle- 
ments of special assessments. 


Explains Method of Reduction. 
There are no private settlements,’ ” 
reads one part of the statement. Reduc- 
tions in assessments are made either after a 
contest in open court or upon recommenda- 
tion and suggestion of the board of local im- 
provements or of the law department. Where 
the engineer’s estimate is excessive, or where 
gome fatal error has crept into the proceed- 
ings, or Where pressure has been brought to 
dear on the department by aldermen, im- 
provement associations and associations of 
business men to confirm assessments quick- 
ly so contracts may be let and the work 
done, both the board and this department 
has, in the exercise of its discretion, made 
the best settlement it could with the objec- 
tors. 

“The disposition of all cases, including 
those where settlements have been made 
without contests, is reported to the board, 
and copies of the orders showing such reduc- 
tion are transmitted with the report. If the 
board disapproves with its own settlements 
er those of this department, or if it disap- 
proves of the reduction made by the court 
the improvement may be abandoned and all 
the proceedings dismissed. 

“In other words, the final remedy for all 
abuses is in the hands of the board. I must 
assume, therefore, that all reductions in as- 
gessments, whether made by the courts after 
a contest, or by the law department, or the 
board, are finally ratified and approved by 
the board wherever it does not see fit to dis- 
miss such proceedings. The board cannot 
plead ignorance in these matters. Nor can 
it ask this department to hold the bag for it. 


Board Passes on Fees. 

On the subject of the real estate experts 
Mr. Mason said: 

“The expert witnesses employed by this 
department are selected by the corporation 
counsel. Their fees are fixed by me and 
are based on the time spent testifying in 
open court. The corporation counsel ap- 
proves of the fees after they have been fixed 
by me and the trial attorney. Furthermore, 
these fees are paid out of an appropriation 
which is charged to the local board. The 
board must approve such fees before they 
are allowed. 

“Whenever alleged excessive fees have 
been brought to the attention of the corpora- 
tion counsel he has ordered them reduced 
in accordance with the suggestion of the 
board. I must assume, therefore, that the 
allowances to experts have at least the tacit 
approval of the board. It is hardly fair for 
the board to criticise the experts or the fees 
allowed them when they pass on the final 
allowance of such fees.“ 

Attorney Mason’s attention was called to 
the fact that only four of the fourteen ex- 
perts whose names appear on his list are 
registered with the city clerk as having 
paid real estate brokers’ license fees; and 
he again explained that the men were chosen 
by the corporation counsel and that no’ques- 
tion of their competency had been raised. 
He also said he had received a telephone 
message from Albert F. Keeney, president of 
the local board, that he had made no criti- 
cism of the law department. 


Refuses Asphalt Contract. 

George C. Foulkes, president of the 
Foulkes-Forbes company, notified John J. 
Hanberg, commissioner of public works, that 
his company could not accept the contract for 
asphalt paving repairs for the next year, 
making the second refusal of this contract 
in the last fortnight. Alex N. Todd dec!ined 
it and his $2,500 surety bond was forfeited. 
Commissioner Hanberg said that the same 
procedure would be ‘practiced with the 
Foulkes-Forbes company. 

It is probable now that the letting of the 
contract will be postponed until next spring. 

Mayor Busse has appointed David R. For- 
gan, president of the National City bank, 
the eleventh. member on the municipal ex- 
penditure commission, which will hold its 
. first real business méeting Thursday after- 
moon. At that meeting a subcommittee on 
organization, composed of Ald. Charles Ed-

make its report; and it is believed the com- 
mission will be ready for actual work by 
Oct. 1. The plan now favored by the subcom- 
mittee contemplates the conduct of the inves- 
tigation by both public hearings and execu- 
tive sessions) The organization probably 
Will be by subcommittees covering different 
departments.
